Brooksville,  Fla.,  Chinsegut  Hill  Sanctuary. — W.  F.  Ward,  in  charge.  This  station  comprises  2,082  acres, 
donated  by  Col.  and  Mrs.  Raymond  Robins.  Experiments  are  conducted  on  breeding  and  grazing 
beef  and  dual-purpose  cattle,  poultry,  and  other  livestock.  Cooperation  is  maintained  with  the  Florida 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  other  bureaus  of  this  Department. 

Dubois,  Idaho,  Sheep  Experiment  Station. — Stanley  L.  Smith,  in  charge.  This  station  contains  44,810 
acres,  28,160  acres  in  Idaho  having  been  withdrawn  by  the  President  on  October  30, 1915,  and  16,650  acres 
in  Montana  withdrawn  by  Executive  order  of  December  19,  1922.
